Mbmorandum. 

Under  the  authority  of  an  Order  of  His  Royal  Highness,  in  Council,  bearing  date 
the  twenty-eifhth  day  of  March  ultimo,  and  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  twenty- 
sixth  section  of  the  "  Adulteration  Act,"  the  following  standards  of  quality  have  been 
estoblished  for  "  Edible  VegeUble  Oils  ":— 


EDIBLE  VEGETABLE  OILH 

1.  Ulivt  Oil,  Sweet  Oil,  i»  entirely  a  product  of  the  fruit  of  the  olive  tr*e.

Fts  saponification  number  (Koettstorft-r  number)  lies  between  1880  and  195  0. 
It  does  not  ciintain  above  3  5%  of  free  fatty  acids. 

2.  Cotton  $e«d  oU  i«  the  oil  obtained  from  the  seeds  of  cotton  plants  and  subjected  to 

refining  processes.  It  is  fiee  from  rancidity;  has  specific  gravity,  at  15  5*C., 
between  0  9216  and  0  9300;  has  a  refractive  index  (at  25*C  )  not  leM  than 
1  4700  and  not  more  than  I  4725,  and  an  iodine  number  not  less  than  104  nor 
more  than  110  (Hubl  -olution). 

3.  Salad  oil.     Eitliei    of  the  above   may   be  sold  as  salad  oil  ,  but  when  Cotton  Seed 

Oil  is  offered  a.<t  SaU.I  Oil,  the  fact  that  the  article  is  Cotton  Seed  Oil  must  be 
declared  on  the  label. 

4.  Mixtures  of  Cotton  Seed  Oil  with  Olive  Oil  must  be  so  declared  on- the  label. 

The  standards  above  defined  take  effect  on  the  13th  May  proximo.
